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Professor Joseph Hecker, for many years leader of 
the justly celebrated Elgin Watch Factory Band, died 
January 1, 1917, just as the new year was being ushered 
in. He was 72 years of age and had been ill a long time.

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Secretary Miller attended a banquet given by Local 
No. 25, of Terre Haute, Ind., Feb. 10, 1917, given in honor 
of the 18th anniversary of the founding of the Local.

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“LIFE, LIBERTY AND THE PURSUIT OF 
HAPPINESS.” 


A century and a half—which is but a drop in the 
boundless ocean of time—has scarcely elapsed since the 
above sentiment was voiced by one of the most enlight- 
ened and patriotic men of that time, created and fostered 
that unconquerable spirit of ’76 which moved our beloved 
ancestors, who were struggling for their rights and lib- 
erties, to deeds of unparalleled valor, heroism and glory. 

The worthy descendants of that illustrious race are 
grieved today beyond measure, when they reflect, upon 
what deaf ears, upon what barren ground, upon what 
pestilence-breeding swamp the noble seed of true liberty, 
as expressed in those sublime words, has fallen. 

They realize with the gravest concern and with un- 
speakable disgust that the poisonous breath of the rank- 
est weeds, a just God ever permitted to flourish and to 
spread, is polluting the air of this free and glorious coun- 
try, and is threatening to stifle that loveliest of flowers, 
Heaven’s most precious gift, Personal Liberty! 

Every good and tolerant Christian will often have 
asked himself “can it really be that there is such incred- 
ible malice in this world that begrudges a hard working 
man the innocent pleasure he derives from the enjoyment 
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such diabolical ill-will that takes delight in the vexations — 
and sorrows of other people?” 

Have the Prohibitionists in their blind zeal and en 
thusiasm ever stopped to impartially consider the barren 
and unenviable fate of those millions of innocent sufferers 
that would be, directly or indirectly, affected if the whole 
United States went dry, as is their ungodly aim and 
ambition? 

Have these callous advocates of total prohibition ever 
come forward with a magnanimous offer to reimburse 
those who would lose their all if this measure went into 
effect ? 

Has the terrible thought never disturbed their slum- 
ber, that some of those ruined unfortunates, naving lost 
all faith in God and humanity, may commit suicide or 
crime? 

It certainly will not be denied by these enemies of 
personal liberty that the Government of the United States 
has always liberally encouraged the wine grower and 
other allied industries, and that it has been deriving an 
annual revenue of some 250,000,000 dollars from the con- 
sumption of wine, beer and other spirituous liquors, and 
that the business of these industries has always been con- 
sidered as fair and square, just, proper, and legitimate. 

With the introduction of women suffrage, the advent 
of that execrable hypocrite, the political job-hunter, and 
the well-advertized appearance of the professional prohi- 
bition agitator, who preaches so eloquently and convinc- 
ingly in the interest of sordid and selfish “Big Business,” 
public opinion which, in the language of Carlyle “is the 
greatest lie in the world,’ seems to have undergone a 
radical change in respect of the hitherto unquestioned 
propriety of the use of wine and beer at the dinner table. 
And very truly has it been said that “nothing can be pro- 
posed so wild and absurd that it will not find a party, 
and often a large one, to espouse it.” 

“Public opinion,” said Abraham Lincoln, “though 
often formed upon a wrong basis, has generally a strong 
underlying sense of justice.” Let us try to discover what 
this sense of underlying sense of justice is! 

In our search for the reasons of this sudden change of 
view of what constitutes propriety, and in our hunt for 
the causes of the oft lamented rottenness of this world, 
we shall find that the deadly vice of the drug habit is 
rapidly increasing; that the number of crimes committed 
is proportionately very great; that more than half of all 
the divorce cases are traceable to habitual intemperance ; 
and that the State penitentiaries and asylums are over 
crowded. 

Later on we shall perhaps feel an inclination to regard 
as one of the prime motives of this nation-wide prohi- 
bition movement the unpleasant fact, that great cities, as 
a rule, have never yet attained that excellence and per- 
fection in the administration of the law, which distin- 
guishes that of the individual States, and the National 
Government. 

Accepting this view to be correct, it seems almost as 
if this whole prohibition movement were nothing but a 
violent expression of disappointment and distrust as to 
the capability of great municipalities to rigorously en- 
force the existing laws, which are fully adequate to cope 
with every condition of municipal life. 

It seems also quite safe to venture the assertion that, 
if police commissioners, police judges, and policemen, all 
over this country, would perform their sworn duty for 
just one month, the wind would be completely taken out 
of the sails of the prohibition bark, which is gliding at 
present so majestically upon the bounding wave of ap- 
parently justifiable enthusiasm and popular acclamation. 

Our martyred President, James A. Garfield, said “the 
kingdom of truth is divided into three territories—that of 
Yes, that of No, and a broad middle ground of Doubt.” 
Millions of voters find themselves still in the land of 
doubt in this present prohibition movement, and it can- 
not be too strongly impressed upon their minds at this 
time, that pure motives do not always insure perfect 
results. 

A famous poet also said “our judgmencs are like our 
watches. none so exactly alike, yet each tninks his own 
correct.” This splendid parable applies wrth great force 
to those whom no argument in the world could convince. 
But happily, it does not apply to those millions of voters 
who are still undecided, and who may often have asked 
themselves with troubled conscience “is there any harm 
in voting for prohibition?” which may readily be an- 
swered with these lines: 


“Ts there a man with soul so dead, 
Who never to himself hath said 
’Tis strange, how Saints and Sinners here 
Begrudge a man his wine and beer! 
What burning outrage it would be 
To rob him of his liberty! 
Should Prohibition win this fight, 
My native land—Good Night!”

NAVY BANDS. 


Music in the United States Navy is not regarded as 
an art or profession, but is treated as a trade. Musicians 
are obtained through various sources, and one is through 
the schools at Norfolk, Va., and San Francisco. These 
schools secure the men from the recruits who have had 
little or no experience in playing music. Some are men or 
boys who learned music while in reform schools, and 
when their time expired in the reform! schools they en- 
listed in the navy. Some of the graduates from these 
schools are good men and fair musicians, while there are 
some who are discharged for misconduct. The officers 
make a great mistake in taking a man who never played 
a bit while in civil life and making him a finished musi- 
cian in about six months time. Just think, the navy can 
make a musician on any instrument in six months time. 
These are the men who ruin the reputation and respect 
for a navy band. That is a great evil in this branch of 
the service, as no one can be an excellent musician in 
such a short time. Ask Sousa. 

If the Secretary of the Navy would investigate the rea- 
sons why there is such a shortage of musicians he would 
find there are no good inducements offered to the men 
now in the service and out of the service. For the benefit 
of the people in civil life who support our navy, here are 
the conditions a navy musician is under, and leaving it to 
them to decide whether they would live under those same 
conditions and come in the service for four years, as some 
of the poor, unfortunate musicians are now doing. 

Beginning with the pay as a bandsman, $17.60, and 
made to draw sailor clothing, and waiting at least six 
months to be rated as a musician, second class. Just 
think, drawing $17.60 for six months before he gets $33. 
When the musician is rated second class he must lay 
aside the navy sailor clothes and draw and wear clothing 
that the marine corps wear. Here is a man enlisted in 
the navy and yet wearing the marine uniform, and when 
on a ship he is placed in the marine division, under ma- 
rine officers and non-commissioned officers. Now the 
marine corps is a great credit to the United States, but a 
man enlisted in the navy does not want to be wearing a 
marine’s uniform with all his buttons shined every day. 
Why can not the navy furnish a neat appearing uniform, 
like the A. F. of M., for the musicians, instead of connect- 
ing a musician as a leather-neck marine. 

Another condition which is bad and that is, we have 
competent and incompetent bandmasters and first musi- 
cians who are of Italian birth, and can play nothing on a 
horn, and who murder the English language when they 
give orders, etc. Another great mistake is the result of 
Taft introducing our dear brown brothers from our 
islands in the Philippines. They are very poor musicians, 
besides they eat and sleep with the white men in the 
navy, and it hurts a white man’s pride to think he must 
live with Mongolians like them. These Filipinos are 
even rated as first musicians and are given authority over 
white men. Would you enlist in the navy as a musician 
and have a Mongolian give you orders? Well, I guess 
you would say no. Remember, we have parades, and 
when they appear on the streets in the band, people are 
heard to pass the remark: “Look at the Chinamen in our 
navy bands.” Another thing that makes a white man 
dread to associate with these brown brothers is the fact 
that all the officers’ servants are Filipinos. Just think, 
promoted from shining the officers’ shoes to musician. 
A first class mess attendant, as the servants are called, 
receives the same pay as a musician, $33. One has to be 
a servant and shine shoes and he receives the same pay 
as a musician who has to know music. Another thing 
that is an evil for the musicians is the tact there are a 
great many bandmasters who, having a great time of 
service in the navy, are given charge of bands and know 
very little about music, and because they bluff their way 
through, the officers think they are O. K. 

Promotions come very slow to the musician and in a 
case where a musician who played violin and cornet was 
examined for the next rating higher, a raise of $2.20, he 
was asked by the officer who examined him, if he could 
play all the instruments in the band and orchestra just 
like Sousa could. Also because he played cornet he was 
asked if he could play all the 100 calls in the navy by 
memory. Just because he played cornet. Can you 
imagine the answer this musician gave this poor, ignorant 
officer. 

There is a great chance for improvement in the mu- 
sical branch of the navy, and if any of you professional 
musicians think of enlisting, just remember what this 
warning means to you. If any of you can get in touch 
with Secretary Daniels and have these conditions cor- 
rected and an increase of pay, this glorious country may 
have musicians to be proud of. 

Whenever there is a parade and the navy has to turn 
out, the officers realize that the twelve men in their 
bands, of each ship, look very small, so they combine two 
or more navy bands and put up a good appearance in 
numbers with a few brown brothers added, and then the 
people are.sadly fooled.
